Now. OrleauH, Ui., February 8. — The judges at 
City Park are going on with their oleaniiig up 
priK'Oss. Today they ruled off Bookmaker Henry 
Babb and Owner U. S. Wishard, father of jockey 
1). Wishard. one of tin* su<fes.sful riders at the 
track. An order w'as also issued against the ac- 
ce|>tance of any more mounts at the meeting by 
j«»ckey J. Dab*. 

With Wishard go all his horses. The rulings in 
this case followed an investigatiou which has Ikhmi 
carefully prosecute<l for weeks. Stam after the 
holidays Judges Murphy and Trevelyan began to 
susi)ect that things were not as they should l>e and 
put detectives to work watching Wishard. The 
detectives re|iorted that Bookmaker Babb visited 
Wishard’s house nearly every night and that Sam 
Most dropiMHl in about noon nearly every day. 

For a s|»ecihc case, the detectives reimrted tlmt 
oil the night of January 13 Babb called at the house 
of W’ishard and split up $500 with him. Mrs. 
Wishard made a violent and tearful protest against 
her son being taught to pull horses, but her pro- 
tests were overruled by the father. In view of 
Vila uirgMi^sXapc^^ l^^^was qidy sus- 

l>ended until the mother could make arrrangements 
to place him beyond his father's influence as far as 
his race riding is concerned. 

A. Uoos, who was employed as bloirk man in the 
iMHik run by W. II. Rudolph, who was ruleil off yes- 
terday for mulcting the “mysterious stranger’’ wit 
of $12,000, apiieared before the judges today as a 
voluntary witness and told them that after the 
Robin Hood race last Saturday the ticket writer, 
Tom Lavender, had written a pile of tickets a foot 
high on Robin Hood and that sheet writer L. A. 
Thomiison had reg^tered tliem all on the sheets. 
Ho also said that Eddie Berrend, a young race- 
track character, known as “Broken Nose Eddie.” 
was the one wlio had represented himself to the 
dufie as jo<*key Nicol. 

As a result of Mr. Roos’ evidence. Lavender, 
Thompson and Berrend are to be ruled off tomorrow’. 

The identity of the man who was “skinned” is 
still kei»t a sacred secret, but tonight he is said 
• to Ije a prominent local business man who was for- 
merly in the furniture business and not a banker 
at all.

He was shipped to New 
York, wiiere a big killing with him was plaiimHl, but 
the horse faiknl to run up to his work and was 
badly beaten.

TASK PROVES TOO GREAT FOR PHIL FINCH. 

Cigarlighter, With a Big Weight Concession, Beats 
the Crescent Park Champion — News ahd Gossip. 

New' Orleans, La., February 8. — ith a weigtit 
concession of forty -three i>ounds in his favor. Cigar- 
lighter defeated Phil Finch, the hitherto undis- 
puted ih-escent Park champion in rather easy fashion 
today. Though lieaten. Phil Finch was by no means 
dlsgraciil. Tlie task set for him W’as by far the 
tiiughesl he lias had to tackle in his racing cui’e«T. 
He perfonne«I imi»ressively, but the stiiky track, 
combined with a weak rider, proved hl.s undoing, 
t igarlighter ran to his best form atid was the 
iiiedinin of quite a coup by his backers.

OVERDONE TWO-YEAR-OLD RACING. 

Premature racing of tw’o-year <ild.s Is mie of the 
.icknowleilged blots of the turf in Ibis country and 
in England. With no auliKiallc governing turf 
•luthority in the l'nit<*d Slates, there is little cliauee 
jf improvement here, but in England It lies wlndly 
within the discretion of the JiM-key tylub, as to 
whether there shall Is* an iiliateiiient t*r restriction 
>f two-year old racing In the early months of each 
,’ear. London Field, an authority’ of great influence. 
Is earnestly’ urging the .lorkcy t’inb to bring about 
■i radical reform lit this depart meiit of the turf 
.ind in a re<vnl Issue says; 

“The only really indispiilable fact alsmt the mod- 
ern racehorse is that only’ tW’o or three in every 
liundred are really g«sMl. Year after year some 
’iialf dozen or so stand out. and the rank and flic 
art of little value, and thus it would seem that 



deterioration (If it really exists), is diiefly a question 
for breeders to solve. That less two-year-old racing 
w’ould help to make things better we have always 
thought and w’« are also of the opinion that the dis- 
tance of the average race is too short and that 
si>eed is far more catered to than stamina. 

“In France two-year-olds do not race l»efore 
.\ugu8t, and long-distance racing is held in far 
higher consideration than it is in this country, and 
the result is that the average French racehorse, 
a rule, stays better and lasts longer than the 
English horse, and we are under the Impression 
tliat, allow’ing for the fact tliat far fewer are bred, 
there are more fair-class horses in France every 
year that there are in England. The French iieople 
only began to race in comparatively recent times, 
and they l^egan. of course, with Euglish horses, 
and have constantly Imm buyers of fresh supplies. 
They have employed English jockeys and English 
tiainers, and founded their style of racing on ours; 
but for at least a quarter of a century French rac- 
ing has lieen conducted on lines of great cimimoii 
sense, whereas wre have drifted away from the ohl 
days of great stayers to a plethora of plating and 
to endless meetings, at which a really good horse 
is rarely seen. 

“That the fixture list is t<*o large we are much 
inclined to think; but wliat is chiefly wantcil is 
further restriction as to the running of two-year- 
olds and an increase in the distance of races. 
Sprint races run at top sihhmI are not half so pretty 
to watch as longer races, and, if the former were 
decreased and the latter increaseil in value, owners 
and trainers would quickly discover that their horses 
could stay. 

“It is excessive speed over a short course w’hich 
Is at present fur too much encouraged, and wre 
should like to see a two-mile race in every pn^ruiu, 
and not more thuu one race a day of less than a 
mile, except for two-year-olds. And we quite agree 
wJtli Mr, Beydiugton tliat^Uje^late^ of j^o-year-old 
r.-icing might well lie i>ostpoiied until the Ascot week 
(extvpt in selling plates of £100), and should like 
to see tlie value of all two-year-old races cut dow’u. 

“ivnuetliliig lias been done In this direction of 
late years, hut even now’ a two-year-old can w’in a 
stake of about £4„*>0O in July, and this, we think, 
is quite ridb’ulous. We thiuk that £500 is enough 
for a youngster to win liefore August, and that 
£1,900 should be the limit value of any two-year- 
(dd race after August. This w’ould cause owners to 
save their backw’arU youngsters and w’uuld steady 
the hands of public breeders in the matter of forc- 
ing, and, if some siidi restrictions were adopted, the j 
tale of costly failures would in all probability lie 
nothing like so large as it is.” 

THREE PROMISING T’WO- YEAR-OLDS. 

At the Long Island tracks are three notable two- 
year-olds which are expected to cut a figure in the 
capture of important stakes this year. One of them 
Is a half brother to Gunfire, a colt by Yankee — 
Itoyal Gun, who was purchased last summer, at the 
sale of John B. Madden’s yearlings, by Oscar Ijcw’I- 
solm for $5,(M)0. This youngster is In the care of 
Jolin J. Hyland and has a long list of engagements. 
Another coming star is a full brother to the $50,000 
Nasturtium, which will run in Newton Beuuiugtou’s 
col«>rs. He has lieeu named The Mikado and is 
owned by James B. Haggin, from whom Benning- 
t(Mi purciiased his racing qualities last season for 
$7..*5UO. The third crack is a son of Bassetlaw — 
Cloister, named Joe Fallert, who is the proi>erty of 
W. C. Fessenden, the man who pulle<l off a couple 
of notahle “killings” with Pass Book. This colt 
is crediteil with the most sensational yearling trial 
sbow’u last fall, when with fair weight up he 
covered a quarter in 23i seconds. Fessenden has 
already refused $3,000 for him. — New Ywk Sun.

EOWASD CORRIOAM SAYS OOTERNIMC BODY 
IS MOT TO BE SUPPLANTED. 

Company May Be Formed to Take Control of the 
City Park, Louisville and Lexington 
Tracks, However. 



A dispatch sent out from I oulsville to a Cluciu- 
natl newspaper Wednesday night was as follows: 

“Colonel M. J, Winn, president of tlie American 
Turf Association, c-onlirmed a rumor tonight that a 
gigantic plan is w’cll under way to supplaut'^the 
American Turf Asso<'iatioti witli a combination made 
up of Churchill Dow’iis, Latonia, I.iexiugton and City 
Park, New Orleans, representing a capitalization of 
$.”.,900,tHX>. .Vssuciated with him are Edward Corri- 
gan and Captain Harry Brown.*' 

Tlie corresiwndent evidently misconstrued the 
statements of President Winn. At the meeting of 
the directors of the American Turf Association in 
this city on August 3, last. It was announced that 
steps had lieen taken whereby the financial inter- 
ests of the New Orleans Jo«*key Club, the Latouia 
Jockey Club and the New loMiisville Jockey Club 
c*ould be combined at any time it might be deeuied 
exi>edlent. The mauner iu w’hich this combine w’as 
to be formed was not outlined, but it was the im- 
{iressioii at that time that a company might be or- 
ganized of stockholders in the three tracks aud 
directors iu the American Turf Association to take 
over the ciuitrol of the eourses. 

iii’answer to a telegram sent to one o‘C Daily Rac- 
ing Form’s representatives In New Orleans request- 
ing a statement from Mr. Corrigan on the subject, 
the following was receivtMl last uight: “As yet 

nothing has lieen done in the formation of a pro- 
posetl company which will take over control of the 
three tracks mentioned,” said Mr. Corrigan. “I ex- 
Iiect that 8i>me arrangement will be arrived at 
shortly to attain that end. At all events, you cau 
say for me that nobody will supplant the American 
Turf Association. It is here to stay.” 

“ON TO A FINISH,” SAYS RHINOCK. 

Cincinuati, O., February 8. — “W'lth millions of 
ilollars tie<l up in race tracks that are idle,” says 
Congressman Joseph L. Rbiuoi’k, “the W’esteru 
Jockey Club is in decide«lly mwe danger of losing 
its fight and its money than is the American Turf 
Association. W’hen 1 made a personal effort last 
full to settle the turf troubles in the west, 1 made 
offers that were so fair as to cause the W'esteru 
Jockey Club i>eople to presume tliat they hud us 
Ih’keil aud they came back with counter propositions, 
the acceptance of which would have ment a throw- 
down fur our Iieople. Now’ they are aware that they 
were badly fooled aud w’ould, I am quite sure, 
gladly accept the terms offered last fall. It is too 
late, how’ever. The fight is on to a finish.”
